How child thieves 
get away with it

The leader in the main body 
points out a victim, who is either a 
lady or a gentlemen of an age at 
which he is not expected to run.

Poor Pergolesi, The more we 
find out about his short life (he 
died at 26) the less he seems to 
have composed. Because of the 
fame of the Sıabar matter and a 
few other genuine works, he 
became a prime target for 
unşcrupulous publishers around 
the tum of the eighteenth 
century ~ ike Haydn, his name 
was enough tO guarantee sales 
no matter what the product. 

It bas long been suspected 
thar the six well-known Concer-
